GEOLOGICAL SURVEYS. 


llow They are to be Conducted Under Professor Pow 
ell’a Supervisien. 

W ASHINGTON, August ”~8.— Professor Pow ell 
is rapidly organizing and dispatching parties 
to various sections of the country to continue 
the geological survey and to prepare a geolog- 
igal map of the country. The latter under- 
taking was for the first time made possible by 
the phraseology of a bill which passed con- 
at the last session, and which gave 
uuthority to enter the several states 
and prosecute the surveys therein 
having been held that only 
the territories and the public domain could 
be surveyed and mapped by the government 
until the law mentioned took effect. One 
party has been sent to North Carolina, under 
Professor Carr, who was formerly the official 
geologist of that state.
